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DISMISSAL OF LACKAWANNA Suff 
REVERSED BY SUPREME COURT 


Case Brought Under Sherman Law 
Sent Back te Federal Court ef 
New Jersey for Trial. 
WASHINGTON, June 21—The Su- 
preme Court today reversed the Federal 
Court in New Jersey, which dismissed 
the Government’s Sherman law and 
commodities clause suit against the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Rail- 

road, and the Delaware, Lackawanna 
Western Coal Co. 

The Government charged that the con- 
tract by which the railroad sold its coal 
lands to the coal company was not a 
bona-fide transaction and violated both 
the anti-trust law and commodities 
clause of the Hepburn rate law. It is 
the second suit of the Government 
against the railroad under the commodi- 


Justice Lamar announced the Court’s 
unanimous decision and sent the case 
beck for proceedings. He said that 
while it had not been proved, it was 
evident the railroad could at least af- 
fect the price of coal in New York and 
so still had an interest in ‘the coal af- 
fected by its action. The case was re- 
manded without prejudice to any points 
which the Government had not yet 
raised. 


HIGHEST WATER IN HISTORY 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Junc #.—The 
crest of the Kansas River at Kansas 
City was reached today when the stream 
mounted to 24.8 feet, according to an an- 
nouncement by Weather Observer Con- 
ner. Unless further heavy rains prevail 
today all danger of a flood in the west 
and east bottoms of Kansas City has 
vassed, Conner said. The river is falling 
at Topeka, Wamego and at other points 
in the Kansas Valley. 

The highest water ever known at Clay 
Center, Kan., was reported this morning. 
The Republican River, which already 
has broken the dikes west of the city, 
has reached % feet. The crest will be 
several feet higher. Thousands of acres 
of lowland are inundated. 

The Blue River, which has been out of 
its banks several days, was receding 
north of Manhattan. There was a slight 
fall in the Missouri River at St. Jo- 
seph over night and the reading of the 
Same stream at Kansas City this morn- 
ing was 26.9 feet. 


STRAWBERRIES BRING $294,982 


JOPLIN, Mo., June 21.—J. W. Stroud, 
secretary of the Ozark Fruit Growers’ 
Association, has completed figures which 
show that from 21 towns the association 
has shipped 377 cars of strawberries, for 
which was received $294,962.94 by the 
growers, in the season just closed. 

This constitutes about two-thirds of 
the total shipments from Southwest Mis- 
souril, as about one-third of the straw- 
berry growers are not affiliated with the 
Ozark Association.

BERLIN, June 21, via wireless to Say- 
ville, N. ¥.—The correspondent of the 
Associated Press in the Dardanelles has 
transmitted the following undated dis- 
patch: 

“British losses at Avi Burnu thus far 
are estimated at from 10,000 to 15,000.

From Lemberg Is Said to 
Have Begun, 

LONDON, June A. — An exodus of 
considerable proportions has begun at 
Lemberg, says the Morning Post's Petro- 
grad correspondent.

German Report on Gen. Mackensen’s 
Successes. 

BERLIN, June 21.—The buletin giver 
out by the War Office yesterday de- 
scribed the situation around Lemberg 
es follows: 

“The armies of Gen. von Mackensen 
have taken the Grodek position. Early 
yesterday morning German troops and 
the corps of Field Marshal voh Arz com- 
menced an attack upon strongly in- 
trenched enémy lines. After stubborn 
fighting, lasting until afternoon, the 
enemy trenches, one behind the other, 
almost along the entire front, extend- 
ing over a distance of 3% kilometers, 24 
miles north of Janow, 11 miles north- 
west of Lemberg), Bisputa and Obe- 
dynski and southwest of Rawa Ruska 
miles northwest of Lember), had 
been stormed, 

“In the evening the enemy was thrown 
back behind the highroad to Zolkiew, 
north of Lemberg and Rawa Ruska. 
Under pressure of this defeat, the 
enemy also is weakened in his com- 
munication. Between Grodek and the 
Dniester marshes the. enemy is hard 
preased by Austro-Hungarian troops. 

“Between the Dniester marshes and

roads for supplying the driving force 
during its advance. To the north was 
the Vistula River, affording a large 
measure Of protection for the left flank 
of the advancing Germans. And, final- 
ly, the drive involved no great risk. If 
it suc hg results would be de- 
cisive. If it falled, the German strate- 
gic situation would be none the worse 
for the effort. The chances were great- 
m fayorof success. So great was the 
Gpportunity that it scarcely could have 
been improved had the Germans delib- 
erately led the Russians into the trap. 
The advance began about May 3. By 
June 3, Gen. von Mackensen, with the 
assistance of his Austrian allies, had 
fought his way for 125 miles eastward of 
Cracow. The Russians opposed him 
most stubbornly but unsuccessfully on 
three successive strong natural lines 
formed by the Donajec, Wisloka and 
San rivers. The last of these positions 
was greatly strengthened by the fortress 
ef Przemysl, but this also was captured, 
not by slow siege operations, but by im- 
petuous assaults extending over some 
days, which recall the spectacular tak- 
ing of Antwerp earlier in the war. In 
the meantime, the extreme eastern wing 
of the Russian army in Bukowina was 
gaining victories against the Austrians 
on the Pruth and Dniester, in an effort 
to relieve the pressure on the Russian 
line in the Carpathians and farther to 
the north. But the Germans did not 
permit this to divert them from their 
main purpose, and the Russian east 
wing finally became involved in the gen- 
eral defeat and retreated north and 
east. A united and victorious German 
and Austrian army is now advancing on 
Lemberg from west and south. 


Berlin Admits’ Mimor Reverses in 
Western Theater of War. 

_ RPERLIN, June 21.— The official com- 

munication issued by the War Office 

today says: 

“In the western theater: The front 
to the north of Arras our antagonists 
rescued themselves chiefly with the fre 
of artillery. An infantry attack to the 
north of Souchez was repulsed by us. 
To the west of Soissons a partial night 
attack by the French against vur po- 
sitions to the west of Moulin-Sous-Toui- 
vent resulted in failure. 

“On the western border of the Ar- 
gonne we opened the attack.

Swedish Queen Narrowly Escaped 
Harm in Karlsruhe Air Raid. 
BERLIN, June 2, by wireless to Say- 


ville.—Queen Victoria of Sweden and 
the family of Prince Maximilian of 
Baden narrowly escaped injury from 
bombs dropped by French aviators in 
the raid on Karlsruhe, according to the 
Overseas News Agency. One bomb 
struck the roof.of the castle above the 
bedroom occupied by the Prince’s chil- 
dren and another exploded above the 
chamber of a Swedish lady in waiting, 
Baroness Hocschild. One of the occu- 
pants of the castle at the time of the 
raid was the Dowager Duchess of Ba- 
den, an aunt of Emperor William. 


Turk, Under Fire, Dresses Wound of 
British Soldier. 


LONDON, June 21.—A Reuter dispatch 
from its correspondent in the Darda- 
nelles says:

BRITISH UNIFORMS

Mobs Became Reckless in Their 
Pillaging and Burned Buildings 
Owned by Russians. . 
PETROGRAD, via London, June 21.— 
Moscow suffered damage to the amount 
Of $20,v00,000 in the recent anti-German 


idemonstrations in which nearly 500 stores 


and factories and more than 200 private 
lodgings were wrecked. 

The infuriated mobs turned the city 
into wild disorder, according to an eye- 
witness. Piles of wreckage in places 
made progress throngn the streets im- 
possible, The rioters, heated with liquor, 
became reckless in their pillaging and 
set fire to many stores and apartments 
owned by Russians. Of the buildings de- 
stroyed only 113 belonged to Austro-Ger- 
man subjects. 

The demonstrations began early June 
9 and lasted more than 24 hours. The 
Moscow Council took measures June 10 
to prevent a repetition of the rioting. 
The number of fatalities is not known.

BERLIN, via The Hague, June 21.— 
Germany's answer to America’s note is 
unlikely to be ready to be given to Am- 
bassador Gerard before the beginning or 
the middle of next week. That is what 
I was told today in quarters which habe 
to do with its preparation. 

The course for arriving at an amicable 

understanding ‘acceptable here and sat- 

isfactory to America is by no means 
clear yet, nor in smooth water. There 
are rocks still ahead. It need not be 
surprising if another period of squalls 
and stress will have to be weathered, 
and call for clear heads, calm judg- 
ment and a steady hand at the helm in 
both countries to pick out a course that 
will avoid difficulties for the Govern- 
ment here and at the same time appease 

America. 

The Govérnment appears to be more 
or less in a quandary. So far as I am 
able to learn, no decision has yet been 
arrived at as to what the nature of the 
answer will be, but I can say that it is 
unlikely to be Germany's final word, 
but rather more probably in the direc- 
tion of finding some compromise. 

Firm for Submarine War, 

The press never “played up'“ news 
about the war more than during the last 
week. The announcement that Capt. 
Weddigen, commander of the submarine 
U29, who, next to Gen. von Hindenburg, 
was the greatest popular hero, was lost 
through the misuse of a neutral flac 
by a British tank steamer, with other 
insthnoes published yesterday and today 
of the misuse of neutral flags and at- 
tempts to ram submarines when they 
attempted to stop British merchantmen, 
‘plainly indicates the military and pop- 
ular attitude. 

This attitude toward America’s de- 

mand is not making the question anv 

easier for that portion of the Govern- 
ment which might welcome some com- 
promise. 

Count von Reventlow points out that 
acceptance of any dictation from Amer- 
“tea placing restrictions on submarine 
warfare would be laying down a dan- 
gerous precedent, the consequences of 
which might be far-reaching in the fu- 
ture.

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KILLING LECTURER 
AGAINST CATHOLICS 


Prosecution Admits- It Has No 
Evidence in First Case Called 
in Marshall, Tex. 


MARSHALL, Tex.. June 21.—Frank 
O’Leary, one of the five Marshall men 
indicted for the murder here Feb. 3, 
1915, of William Black, an anti-Cath- 
olle lecturer, was acquitted in District 
Court here today by an instructed vor- 
dict. The prosecution previously hed 
sought dismissal of the case on the 
ground that there was not sufficient 
evidence to convict O’Leary. The de- 
fense insisted on a formal acquittal by 
a jury. O’Leary was not called upon 
to make a statement. 

John Copeland, George Ryan, George 
Tier and Harry Winn are the other 
men indicted in connection with the 
killing. The dates of their trials hive 
not been fixed yet. 

Black was shot here shortly before 
he was to deliver a lecture entitled 
“Romanism a Menace to Civilization.” 
O’Leary was not present at the shoot- 
ing, according to testimony at the exam- 
ining trials last winter. 

Black’s lecture was advertised by 
means of hand bills in which he was de- 
-eribed as one who knows.“ The hand 
bills contained charges against Catholi- 
cism and cartoons and alleged oaths of 
the Knights of Columbus and aroused 
great feeling. 

About supper time Black went to his 
hotel room where he was joined by the 
other members of his party, Clarence 
F. Hall of St. Paul, Minn., and Miss 
Sadie Black, a girl whom Black had 
adopted at her home in Arkansas a few 
days previously. Three Marshall men, 
John Rogers, John Copeland and George 
Ryan, called on the Black party. 
According to testimony at the ex- 
amining trials, all three callers were 
members of the Knights f Columbus, 
They asked Black not to deliver his 
lecture. Black replied he would de- 
liver it. 

Black was shot near the heart and 
killed. Rogers also was killed, and 
Copeland was shot three times. 
Several persons rushed through the 
hotel tow&rd Black's room. O'Leary, 
a city fireman, asserted he started from 
the fire engine house near by at the 
sound of the shooting and ran to the 
hotel, not knowing what was happening. 
Indictments were returned by. the 
grand jury charging murder against 
the following Marshall ‘men: John 
Copeland, George Ryan, George Tier, 
Harry Winn and Frank O'Leary. Pub- 
lic testimony did not develop the cir- 
cumstances of the alleged connection 
of Winn and O’Leary with the kill- 
ing. 

Clarence F. Hall of the Black party 
appeared before two grand juries, 
but was not indicted.

250.000 000) author- 
ized by the House of Commons last week 
for war purposes, would be issued to- 
night. The new loan will be put out at 
par and will bear 4% per cent interest. 
Chancellor McKenna’s announcement 
was made in the House of Commons 
The Chancellor said the State would 
have the right to repay the loan at par 
in 1925, but in any case it must be re- 
raid in 30 years. 

The Chancellor emphasized the fact 
that, in addition to putting forward a 
business transaction, he wished to ap- 
peal to the patriotism of the country to 
“use its gigantic resources to carry on 
the war successfully for ourselves and 
cur allies.’’ 

Holders of both the old war loan and 
consols will have the right to convert 
their securities into the new loan. The 
conversion of consols will be on the 
basis of £75 of consols for £50 of the new 
loan. 

In moving a resolution to authorize 
he Treasury to borrow th _ requisite 
money, Chancellor McKenna said: 
“The time will come when the necegsi- 
ty of a further loan will become appar- 
ent, and a prompt decision is required, 
as it is uhdesirable that a big loan 
should be kept hanging over the mar- 
ket.“ 
The Chancellor stated that the total 
realized deficit between revenue and ex- 
penditures up to last Saturday amounted 
to 518.000, 000 (52, 590, 000, 000). The dailv 
war expenditure now amounts to nearly 
13.000, 000 ($15,000,000) and is still rising. 

The loan is to be issued in small bonds 
of from £5 to £25 ($25 to $125) which will 
be obtainable through the postoffices.

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It is not surprising that the war is 
taken so light-heartedly by pꝛople who 
Were never 80 prosperous before in their 
ives. Those who are addicted to drink 
spend their money in this way. largely 
in treating one another, because they 
have the means in their pockets and 
know of no other way to spend it. 

Conditions Improved on Clyde. 

The effect of this is really a hin- 
drance to the output of munitions. On 
the Clyde there is direct evidence that 
at times it has been most serious, but 
under the pleas of Government offi- 
cials conditions are much improved. 
Men in both the Clydeside and Tyne- 
side districts have been found drunk 
in the workshops. 

The pre-eminence of Glasgow and 
the Clydeside district in drinking is 
because spirits are the staple drink. 
Beer is drunk, too, 
drunk on the Tyne, but in different 
proportions. Broadly speaking, .the 
further north the more spirits take 
precedence over beer, and drunken- 
ness prevails in proportion.

Drastic action of some sort 
must be taken in the munftiéns areas 
in order that the drinking minority may 
be kept from hindering their more pa- 
triotic brothers. 

Restriction without being supple- 
mented with constructive action would 
de a worse failure than absolute pro- 
hibition. The suggestion for canteens 
in the works is the most feasible. They 
would be appreciated by the men who 
live at a distance from the factory and 
would have a beneficial effect on their 
health and efficiency. 

The Messrs. Armstrong have built a 
large dining room for the girls em- | 
ployed in their plant,’ and it is highly 
successful. It is managed by a local 
Women’s Committee. Men who live 
near enough to their work usually go 
home to dinner and those living at a 
distance carry their own dinner, but 
if they could get it at a canteen at 
cost prices undoubtedly they would 
take advantage of it. In any case, they 
could have freshly cooked food and 
lighter beverages could be sold. 

Lost Time a Problem, 

Lost time, is a vexed question of 
much importance. In whatever degree 
it is caused by drink or associated 
with drink, it will not be cured by any 
measure dealing with that alone. 

Work is now cerried 6n continuously 
in the munitions areas, night and day, 
seven days a week. Labor is divided 
into two shifts, averaging 12 hours each, 
with time off allowed for meals. Usual- 
ly the day shift is 11 hours and the 
night shift 13 hours, the shifts ex- 
changing every other week. Sometimes 
there is not enough work for particu- 
lar men to occupy them the whole day, 
but, on the other hand, overtime is 
often worked. 

Men undeniably suffer from the con- 
stant strain. They are not necessarily 
exhausted, but get track sore.” Work 
on the furnaces and rolle, in the forges 
and foundries, is physically exhaust- 
ing; in the machine shop it is not. 
Turning shells is light work. But the 
length of hours kept up, week after 
week, becomes intolerable. 

It has been found by experience that 
three shifts pay better in continuous 
work than two shifts because of the 
freshness of the men. It is not possible 
to work three shifts in this emergency 
because of the scarcity of skilled labor. 

In the case of the girls employed at 
the armament works in Elswick they 
originally worked in three snifts, du: 
at their own request were changed to 
partly because they could 
earn more money in two shifts and de- 
cause the three shifts disturbed domes- 
tic arrangements. 

The men must have time off. Em- 
ployers generally feel that to work the 
men on Sunday is a mistake. There 
should be one day of complete rest in 
every seven. If the men do not get 
Sunday off they should have some other 
day. In some yards on the Clyde the 
ren are given every fourth Sunday off, 
tut in most of the plants operating on 
Government contracts the men have no 
day off. 

Extraordinarily good time is being 
kept in Sheffield. The men there have 
attained some unusually high averages. 
Some had to their credit 8, 90 and even 
1620 hours in a week, but they are ail 
obliged to take off at least one day a 
week. 

The real reason for England's slack- 
ness in production ‘of munitions of war 
is not drink or bad timekeeping. It is 
hecause of the restrictions of trade 
unions.and the failure of the Govern- 
ment to properly organize its industries. 

Trade union restrictions are primarily 
the cause of the limited supply of mu- 
nitions of war. These, together with 
strikes and labor disputes, undoubtedlv 
have caused more harm to the produc- 
tion of British plants than drink. 

305 Strikes in Nine Months. 

Statistics prepared by the Labor Bu- 
reau of the British oBard of Trade show 
that in the nine months of the war— 
from August, 1914, to May, 1915—there 
were 305 strikes in England, affecting 
76,124 persons and entailing a loss of 
1,514,600 working days. Of the 306 strikes 
recorded 227 of them were for advances 
of wages. Of the 905 strikes 1841 of them 
were in industries engaged in getting 
out Goverument contracts. The engi- 
neers or skilled mechanics led the list 
with 36 strikes in nine months, the 
transport workers and shipbuilding em- 


ployes being next with 31 and 8 strikes 


respectively. 

In the four months ending April , 
1915, increases of $667,000 a week had 
been granted to employes by employers. 
During the same period in 1914 30,046 
employes suffered a decrease in their 
weekly wage of $30,000 

Until the trade unions remove their 
restrictions of production, the employ- 
ing of unskilled, labor and other union 
rules Engiand’s emergency production 
will be seriously hampered.

tion. 


“The greatest argument in favor of 
state control is that under such, a sys- 
tem the Government of the day would 
be free to act promptly in any direc- 
tion which public need should suggest. 


No more impressive fact has emerged 
since the war began than the differ- 
ences in the freedom of the different 
countries in regard to the restriction of 
the drink traffic. 

“In Russia, where vodka is the pop- 
ular drink, the sale of it was a state 
monopoly. Therefore it was a simple 
matter for the executive to prohibit the 
traffic, since there was no barrier of 
private interest to overcome. 

“In Germany and France, on the oth- 
er hand, where private interests in the 
sale of alcoholic liquors are enormous, 
public action has been limited. The 
French Government, it is true, has pro- 
hibited the sale of absinthe, but that 
forms a relatively small part of the 
liquors consumed in that country. 


Rapid Action Difficult, 
“The present discussion in this coun- 
try shows the difficulty of rapid ac- 
tion, and we have had a striking illus- 
tration of the strength of these diffi- 
culties in the trouble which Mr. Mc- 
Kenna had last autumn Mm passing an 
exceedingly mild and unimportant tem- 
porary restriction act. He publicly ad- 
mitted that it gave him more trouble 
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ne 
islation. 

“Whatever else may be said for or 
against State control, it is indisputable 
that such a system, by limiting private 
interests, would give absolute free- 
dom of action to the executive of the 
day. 

There is another important consid- 
eratioh, When the conduct of the trade 
is taken out of private hands the sen- 
timent of different localities can be 
much more readily and fairly consid- 
ered than under any system, however 
perfect, of private licensing. 


“All stereotypea licensing arrange- 
ments for the whole country are vi- 
cious, since this inevitably means that 
you reduce the most progressive local- 
ity to the standard of the least pro- 
gressive. A state system of control 
with proper safeguards would do more 
to facilitate the liberation of local au- 
thorities from existing fetters than any 
other conceivable measure of licensing 
reform. 


“So far all public allusions to the 
proposed scheme of state control have 
excluded spirits and have mentioned 
only breweries. It is obvious that any 
scheme of such a kind must include 
distilleries as well as breweries. As a 
matter of fact, the distilling interests 
represent a smaller and simpler prob- 
lem than the brewing interests. 

It by no means follows that the ac- 
quisition of breweries and distilleries is 
essential to a scheme of state control. 
It would be possible to control the man- 
ufacture!of both beer and spirits with- 
out direct state ownership and for the 
state to control the _ rectification of 
spirits and the specific gravity of beer 
without directly owning either disti!-( 
leries or breweries. 

In Russia, for instance, the state did 
not acquire the distilleries; the state 


monopoly covered only the rectification 


. ‘ale et sos The man. ‘a tna] 
distilleries was controled by stringent 
excise regulations. 

“Public opinion in this country, how- 
ever, so far as it already has expressed 
itself, appears to favor a state owner- 
ship of manufacture as well as distribu- 
tion. 

„There ts one important point which 
arises in connection with the proposal 
for state management which has not so 
far been noticed in the public discussion 
of the matter. It is now perfectly clear 
that the manufacture of alcohol for in- 
dustrial purposes will become, in the 
near future, one of the most important 
of our industries. "

All this mussed up June weather. 
Brothen Hubert, sunspot expert at 
Christian Brothers College, admitted 
yesterday that he had been ‘keeping 
cases on the sun for several months, 
und declared that circumstances point 
strongly to its guilt. His official log“ 
certainly reveals some striking coinci- 
Gences. Within a day or two after every 
recent important weather disturbance 
the record shows that a new batch of 
spots has appeared, and within a day or 
two after the spots have begun to wane 
in activity, the weather has begun to 
clear up. 
The Brother says he has not sufficient 
scientific data to warrant him in draw- 
ing up an indictment. But he has his 
suspicions and he doesn’t care if any- 
‘ody knows it. 
It must be remembered, however, that 
ine Brother is naturally prejudiced. His 
rarticular delight and hobby is the wire- 


ess apparatus at the college. And the 
sunspots certainly have done their level 
best to make life unhappy for the wire- 
less students. They keep shoving the 
“arth’s magnetic field around in such a 
wanton and shameless manner that no 
self-respecting operator could help re- 
senting it. 

Scientists are not agreed as to 
what causes sunspots, but they know 
beyond question that they cause 
great magnetic disturbances. When- 
ever a magnetic wave strikes a gas, 
it has a tendency to ionize it, and, 
as the upper stratum of our atmos- 
phere is supposed to be made up 
largely of hydrogen—a gas easily 
lonized—it may be that the effect 
of the sun’s acticity is to make of 
it a blanket which is such a splen- 
did conductor of electricity that it 
almost ranks with the earth itself 
for “grounding” purposes. 

Extraordinary activity on the sur- 
face of the sun is indicated by the 
sunspots. It is, naturally reflected 
in the earth’s magnetic field and 
that is what causes all the trouble 
with the wireless. That it might 
also be responsible for unusual 
weather conditions is a suggestion

Army and Navy Aeronautical 
Experts at Alexandria, Va., 


to Witness Tryout. 

By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—Several 
army and navy aeronautical experts 
went to Alexandria today to witness 
the first test of the giant Richardson 
hydroaeroplane. Naval officers appear 
to believe that this machine. which was 
invented by R. 8. Richardson of Low- 
ell, Mass., embraces features which 
eventually may go far to revolutionize 

flying over water. 

The Lowell machine is the largest 
hydroaeroplane ever constructed ani 
several of its features never have been 
tried out in this country. The arrange- 
ments of the planes is unique. Virtual- 
ly all of the hydroaeroplanes now in 
‘use have two planes on each side, abovo 
each other. The Richardson has four 
planes on each side, placed in sections 
representing four sets of tandems. Be- 
tween the planes there is a platform 
upon which the inventor purposes to 
build a cabin for passengers. 

If the theory advanced by the in- 
ventor is established in practice the 
machine will be more stable than any 
now in use, and it will be virtually im- 
possible to ‘‘rock the boat.’’ 

The pilot’s seat is directly underneata 
the front engine and here are the levers 
and devices that control the ascending 
and descending planes, as well as the 
steering gear. Behind the pilot’s seat 
and between the two engines is a plat- 
form 6x10 feet, which is the space to 
be used in carrying passengers or cargo.

PRESIDENT PRINTED 


New York Sun Publishes’ Report 
of Tender, if U. S. Would 
Sell Arms. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 21.—Details of an 
alleged attempt to purchase the 355,300 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles discarded by the 
Government and stored in various ar- 
senals, which was coupled with a report- 
ed offer of a contribution of $1,200,000 to 
President Wilson's campaign fund, t 
the deal went through, are printed this 
morning in a long story in the New 
York Sun. The story says that the plot- 
ters went so far as to get their offer 
before the President and that he indig- 
nantly spurned it. 

No authority for the story is given 
nor is any evidence of its being true 
printed. It is presented as rumor and 
By opty unverified. 

It is alleged that the man who was at 
the head of the negotiations was an 
American and that, so far as is known. 
he had no connection with any Euro- 
pean Government, but relied upon his 
ability to dispose of the weapons and 


possession of them. 

The story continues that two classes 
of men have been trying to get these 
weapons, one of which was inspired by 
the great profit to be made and the 
other merely preying upon others who 
could be induced to give up money to 
finance an effort to get the weapons. It 
is said of the latter class that one man 
paid over $55,000 to be used in the ne- 
gotiations and that he has been unable 
to get any of it back, although it is 
admitted that the scheme hs failed. 


“Credit Up to 817,000, 000.“ 
Concerning the alleged negotiations, 


the Sun says, further: 

The Sun learned that a banking in- 
stitution certified to two men who had 
been moved by this dream of gold that 
they stood ready to honor the check of 
one purchasing agent who was seeking 
these rifles up to $17,000,000. It is un- 
derstood that several New York banks 
already have refused to handle larze 
sums of money which they believed was 
intended for the purchase of the guns. 
In fact, one man has complained that 
he believed there was a fremason v 
among the banks in this matter. 

‘The 355,000 Krag rifles are stored in 
various arsenals about the country, but 
most of them are at Rock Island, III.

tions by individuals. Even at $20 a gun 
the amount involved would reach a to- 
tal of $7,100,000. Ammunition goes with 
each rifle and the price being asked for 
it by the men who are trying to get the 
guns is about the same as for the guns 
themselves. 

“One. of the first offers for these dis-

Evenly Matched by Greatly 


Improved Yale Oarsmen. 


ELI CREW’S RECORD BEST 


Coach Nickalls’ Stalwarts Have A 


Defeated Pennsylvania, Cor- 
nell and Princeton.

GALES FERRY, Conn., June 21.—When 
the Yale and Harvard varsity crews go 
to the starting flags for the big race 
next Friday afternoon, it. will be, in so 
far as anyone can forsee, under more 
equal conditions than have existed at 
any time in the history of Yale-Harvard 
rowing. By this it is not meant that 
there have been no close contests be- 
tween the Blue and Crimson in this 
branch of sport in the past. 

The close oontests of former years, 
have as a rule not been forecast by con- 
ditions well known before the race. 
The history of Yale-Harvard rowing 
has been for the most part one-sided, 
by reason of the fact that when one 
university has been at its best in this 
sport the other usually has been on the 
down grade. 

So long as Bob Cook was at Yale his 
personality as a coach was the factor 
that in the great majority of cases de- 
cided the race. After Cook, Johnny 
Kennedy was a success at Yale until 
Wray developed at Cambridge. Then 


Wray had things his own way untilip 


Guy Nickals came to Yale in 1914. 

The present year finds Harvard still 
with the advantage of a well-defined 
policy in rowing, which has been de- 
veloped during the past dozen years, 
and with the advantage of the material 
which success brings and good coaching 
develops. 5 


Yale Owns Unique Record. 

Yale, on the other hand, has been 
pulled out of a chaotic condition in 
rowing by a master hand and her 
crew has already achieved this sea- 
son that which moe fermer Yale crew 
has been able to aceomplish—name- 
ly, to defeat Pennsylvania, Cornell 
and Princeton before going te New 
London. 


Guy Nickals has done this with ad- 
mittedly inferior material and has had 
the additional misfortune of losing prac- 
tically all the first week of training 
through a careless and inexcusable blun- 
der in the Yale kitchen which poisoned 
the varsity and freshman eights. Nev- 
ertheless, the success of Mr. Nickals in 
1914, coupled with the victories of his 
crew this year, make Yale an equal fa- 
vorite with Harvard in any forecast of 
the big race. A good deal has been 
written this year describing the strokes 
as taught by Mr. Nickals and Jim Wray. 

This year Harvard has reached the 
Thames much further advanced in her 
work than usual, in that she had her 
stroke lengthened out before leaving 
Cambridge. 

Mr. Nickals attributed this to the ef- 
fect of the trip of the Harvard second 
crew to Henley, last July. This is cer- 
tainly reasonable, because the inevita- 
ble result of American crews going to 
England has been that they in some de- 
gree copied the stroke. 

There are other reasons for conclud- 
ing that Harvard was further advanced 
in her work than usual this year, when 
she reached Red Top. One of the rea- 
sons is the fact that Harvard was able 
2 defeat Cornell this year for the first 

me. 

Certainly in appearance this Harvard 
crew shows the earmarks of having 
been selected with the greatest care 
from a large amount of first-class ma- 
terial and pushed right through the 
year in its work in order to be ready for 
Yale. This is only natural, after Yale's 
unexpected victory in 1914, 


It is, therefore, generally conceded 
that this is a better Harvard crew 
than the 1914 eight. Likewise Yale 
is satisfied that she* has what Mr. 
Nickals has termed a stronger, heav- 
fer and faster combination than that 
which represented Yale in the var- 
sity boat a year ago. 


This, then, raises the question that 
supposing there was practically no dif- 
ference between the Yale and Harvard 
crews in 1914 except a few feet at the 
finish, which crew made the greater 
improvement over last year’s form? 


Yale Has Improved More. 


The logical answer to this question 
would be that it is likely Yale has 
made the greater improvement because 
this is Mr. Nickals’ second .year, be- 


cause he has the advantage of last 
vear's experience behind him and be. 
cause he has this year had the united 
support of both graduates and under- 
graduates, whereas a year ago he was 
sishting his battles with a disorganized 
crce, 

So far as the material is concerned in 
the two boats, Harvard has the advan- 
tage. Wray has always demonstrated 
his ability as a judge of men and as 
usual he has had three times as good 
material to pick from as Yale has. The 
only thing that saved Yale this year is 
the wonderful ability of Mr. Nickals as 
4 1 — 5 ot men. He has not been able 
to find as well-rounded a physical ma- 
chine as Wray, but he has picked men 
who have brains and power. He has 
not been able to mould his men into a 
perfect crew but he has taught them to 
row well and to get speed out of their 
boat. Tale men sighed when Jack Apple- 
top graduated last year for another 
stroke like him; but Mr, Nickals has 
produ in Morse & stroke who appar- 
ently is better than Appleton. 

It ts impossible for any man to say 
with any degree of certainty that one 
ef these big crews is certain to win. 

If Yale should win it will be due to 
Mr. Nickals and not to any advantage 
in the way of terial. If Yale loses 
there will be no‘one who will not be 
satisfied that the Blue has got every- 
thing that it deserves out of the rowing 
situation that has existed at Yale this 


year. 

There is one thing which {s certain, 

and this is that Yale has raised her

Villa's military chief as “its moving 
spirit, held the attention of officials 
here today. Various reports from the 
border said Angeles had crossed into the 
United States but none agreed as to his 
mission. Border agents of the Govern- 
ment reported that he was on his way 
to Boston to visit.his family. 

One story was that Angeles was to 
confer with Mexicans who have taken 
no part in the revolutionary activity 
but who recently have been planning to 
form a coalition with some of the forces 
now in the field to enable them to get 
the “active moral support which Presi- 
dent Wilson recently announced the 
United States would soon give some 
group unless the warring factions could 
agree among themselves. Another ex- 
planation was that Angeles had left 
Villa because of personal differences 
with him. 

The armored cruiser Colorado has ar- 
rived at Guaymas with marines and 
reports all quiet in the Yaqui Valley, 
where Americans had been threatened 
by the Indians.

By Aug. 2 the Government Expects 
to Have 105 Machines at Work, 
44 in Oklahoma. 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—Postmaségter- 
General Burleson announces that rural 
mail service by automobiles will begin 
on a large scale in many parts of the 
United States Aug. 2.“ A statement by 
the department said: : 
“The first dispatch of rural mails by 
auto will be made July 1. Two pioneer 
routes radiating from Quarryville, Pa., 
the one 55.1 and the other 56.8 miles long.

long. Time schedules: vary from six to 
eight hours. 

“The auto routes thus far authorized

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EDUCATING THE POLITICIANS, 

There is complaint in some quarters over the 
fact that politicians controlling state govern- 
ments are meddling with state universities—using 
their grip on appropriations: to enforce adoption 
of their economic views—or rather of the eco- 
nomic views of the privileged interests which 
they represent—by university professors who en- 
tertain contrary opinions. 

From Arkansas, Colorado, Kansas and Wiscon- 
sin particularly comes word that the politicians 
are trying to compel the universities to abandon 
the theory that the earth is round like a ball, 
the new-fangled notion that the earth revolves 
around the sun, etc. , 

The professors surprise us. We should have 
thought they would welcome the opportunity to 
educate the politicians. Somebody, has to do it, 
and nobody else is in better position to do it than 
the state university professors. All they need 
do, whenever the politicians go too far; is to state 
the facts plainly to the people—and the voters 
will do the rest. 

Moreover, there is always the bare chante that 
the politicians may be right, and the professors 
wrong, with regard to a few minor propositions 
in practical political economy.

While the Schramms' practice of exacting resig- 
nations in advance from office holders merits the 
severest condemnation, it must be admitted that 
one case can be recalled in which it would have 
worked with expelient results.

The curtain that fell on little Luxemburg the 
first week of last August is lifted in the Post- 
Dispatch account of a visit to the unhappy little 
Grand Duchess of the country made by her former 
tutor, Retta Malmburg. These have been agoniz- 
ing months for the 300,000 humiliated, exploited, 
starved people of the once proud little principality. 
Here is a glimpse of the Luxemburg of today: 

In the Place de la Constitution, the soldiers 
are receiving their rations. Here and there 
you observe young children and old men and 
women, their trembling hands outstretched for 
a piece of bread. A German orderly comes 
along with a black whip in his hand. The in- 
experienced, the young as well arf the feeble: 
old beggars, are whipped out of range until 
they are scattered down the avenue. 


Luxemburg's martyrdom was less bloody than 
Belgium’s because she had less warning. Before 
she could organize for resistance, the treaties 
guaranteeing her neutrality were scraps of paper 
and her people were under the coercion of the 
bayonet. 
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FIREWOOD FROM FOREST PARK. 

It is estimated that 4200 wagonloads of brush 
and Branches broken from trees in last week’s 
storm have been collected in Forest Park. When 
the debris now piled in a huge mound is dry, it 
is planned to have a big bonfire. 

In most European cities such a quantity of fire- 
wood would have large value. At a slight cost in 
labor it could be converted into fuel to keep many 
poor families in St. Louis warm next winter. The 
saving in coal to the Provident Society would pay

LAWS PASSED BY 
STATES THIS YEAR 


Statutory Prohibition in Two In- 
stances, Question Submitted 
to People in Eight. 


NEW YORK, June 21.—A 3 by 
the Associated Press of legislative ac- 
tivity this year in the State lawmaking 
bodies of the country, most of which 
have adjourned for the summer, shows 
that among the subjects which received 
notable attention was that of the pro- 
hibition or the regulation of the liquor 
traffic. 


The legislatures of two states enacted 
statutory prohibition, to become effec- 
tive this year, and eight voted to submit 
the question of statewide prohibition to 
a referendum of the people. Of the lat-

Licensing Officials Elective. 

The only action taken by the Ohio 
Legislature was the passage of a law- 
making state and county liquor. licens- 
ing officials elective instead of appoint- 
ive, thus decentrallzing' the licensing 
system. Massachusetts passed a bill to 
prevent the shipment of liquor from 
license to no license communities, but 
it was vetoed by the Governor. A bill 
forbidding the use of inclosed booths in 


restaurants where liquor is sold became 
a law.

time. Four states where prohibition is 
alread# effectivé passed additional re- 
strictive laws and two of the ve states, 
where, under constitutional amendment, 
prohibition is to go into effect next 
year, enacted necessary statutes for its 
enforcement. In six of the so-called 
“wet"’ states, statewide proposals met 
defeat. In others questions of local * 
tlon, transportation and licensing 

acted upon. 

The two states where direct prohibi- 
tion laws were passed are Florida and 
Alabama. Those whose legislatures 
voted to submit the question to the peo- 
ple are Idaho, Iowa, Montana, South 
Carolina, South Dakota, Utah, Vermont 
and the territory of Alaska. In Iowa 
the legislative resolution, according to 
the State Constitution, must be passed 
by the next succeeding Legislatrre be- 
fore the people can vote on it, but the 
State returned to statutory prohibition 
meanwhile, through the repeal of the so- 
called mulct law. Idaho was also mad- 
„dry“ meanwhile through statutory en 
actment. In Utah the bill was vetoed b 

the Governor after the Legislature ad- 
journed. In South Carolina the vote will 
be taken at the election this year, in 
Montana. South Dakota, Vermont and 
Alaska in 1916; Idaho in 1917. 

It will be thus seen that as a measure 
of the progress of the cause of prohibi- 
tion the 15 states already in the ranks 
have this year been reinforced by four 
and the legislative way cleared for six 
others, including Alaska, to join. In 
the latter event nearly half the country 
will have placed the ban on the liquor 
traffic. 

States Strengthen Present Laws. 

The four prohibition states which 
decided to strengthen their present 
laws were Kansas, North Carolina, 
Tennessee and West Virginia. The 
Kansas measures approach the unique 
in prohibition legislation. Two were 
passed, one providing that the muni- 
cipality where liquor is sold is lable 
for damage for injury to persons or 
property resulting from intoxication. 
The other, which is aimed at those 
who permit so-called “keg parties” to 
be held on their premises, imposes 
similar liability upon the owner of 
property where liquor is sold or given 
away. 

North Carolina passed 
shipping act, known there as the 
“anti-jug” act, which forbids the 
shipment to and receipt by one one 
person of more than one quart of 
spiritous liquors and five gallons of 
malt beverages every 15 days. 
Tennessee, where the prohibition laws 
have not been strictly enforced in the 
larger cities, it is said, passed an ouster 
law, modeled after a Kansas statute, 
which provides for the removal from of- 
fice of State, county or city officials 
(other than holders of constitutional of- 
fices) who fail to enforce the laws of 
the State. 

Liquor Barred From Clubs. 
The Legislature also enacted meas- 
ures forbidding social and fraternal 
clubs to dispense liquors or maintain 
lockers for members; placing the super- 
visfon of soft drink stands under the 
Pure Food and Drug Department and 
forbidding them to sell beverages con- 
taining more than % per cent alcohol 
and prohibiting drug stores from selling 
intoxicants except on bona-fide prescrip- 
tions given to persons who actually are 
II. 
West Virginia enacted amendments to 
the Yost prohibition law limiting ship- 
ments of liquor into the State and for- 
bidding a person to have mquor in a 
public place even for his own use. Nor 
hereafter can anyone in West Virginia 
give a drink to another except in his 
own home, being specified ag a perma- 
nent place of residence, not a hotel or 
other public place. 
All attempts to revise the prohibition 
laws of Oklahoma were defeated. 
In Oregon, where prohibition becomes 
effective in January next. as the result 
of previous action by the voters on a 
constitutional amendment, the Legisla- 
ture enacted a law to enforce the amend- 
ment. 
A law for a similar purpose was en- 
acted in Colorado, where a prohibition 
amendment goes into effect the same 
date. 

The Legislature of washington “where 
prohibition: is also effective in January 
next, ignored Gov. Lister's request for 
an appropriation of $50.000 to enforce the 
law. 

The liquor traffic in Arkansas, having 
been banned by the previous Legislature 
with a law which likewise takes effect 
in January, was not up for considera- 
tfon this year. Virginia, which goes into 
the dry“ column in November, 1916, 
held no legislative session this year.
